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THE ASSINIBOIA LECTURE SERIES 


The Assiniboia Lecture is a new lecture series that aims 
to bring recent, transnational perspectives on history to the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba. It takes its name from a very local and pro- 
saic word — Assiniboia — that now has been affixed to various 
things in the community and the region, including a river, a 
nineteenth-century colony, a racetrack and a credit union. The 
Assiniboia Lecture will bring historians from across Canada and 
beyond to the University of Manitoba, and in doing so, show us 
new ways of seeing this place and the world it exists in. 


For our inaugural event we are delighted to welcome Donna 
Gabaccia, Rudolph J. Vecoli Professor of Immigration History and 
Director, Immigration History Research Center, University of Min- 
nesota as the Assiniboia Lecturer. Dr. Gabaccia completed her 
PhD in History in 1979 at the University of Michigan. Since then, 
she has established herself as one of the foremost scholars of migra- 
tion history, women’s history, working-class history, and transna- 
tional history. She has been a visiting professor in France, Ger- 
many, and Australia, and has been an American Organization of 
Historians Distinguished Lecturer since 2002. Prof. Gabaccia has 
published seven monographs, been translated into multiple lan- 
guages, and is editor or co-editor of seven major collections of es- 
says. She is currently co-editor of the University of Illinois series 
“Studies in World Migrations,” and sits on the editorial boards of 


Atlantic Studies, Journal of the Gilded Age and Progressive Era, 
Journal of American Ethnic History, Italian Americana, and Social 


Science History.
